Upon Fryday laſt being the 19th. of May, the 
Court being ſet at the Seflions-houſe in the 0/4 
Bayly ; the ſaid Joyce Ebbs was called down to the 
Barr in Order to-fier former judgement z where 
being come down, the Clark of the Peace after 
ſilence in the Court, faid, 
Joyce Ebbs,hold vpthy hand 3 which ſhe did as 
formerly. 
Upon which he read over the Inditment, to 
this effect, viz. Joyce Fbbs thou ſtandeſt here In- 
dicted and Convicted for Petty Treaſon, for the 


horrid and bloudy Murther committed by thy | 


own hands on Thomas Ebbs thy husband.for which 
you were formerly Sentenced according -to the 
Lawof thisNation,to beBurnt todeath;bur plead. 
clt thy Belly ; whereupon the Honourable Benc}|: 


ordered 
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ordered that a Jury of Women ſhould be called 
which was accordingly done, and they. bringing 
thee in quick preſerved thee from death for the 
ſpace of ten moneths, canſt thou lay any thing 
for thy ſelf, why thou ſhouldeſt not ſuffer accor- 
ding to thy former Sentence ; ſhe anſwered no 
but withal deſired the mercy ofthe Honourable 
Bench. | 

The Right Honourable the Recorder told her. 
ſhe had had a long time of mercy by pleading her 
Belly, yet it appeared not fo, though ſhe had lyen 
ten moneths in cuſtody ; to which ſhe anſ{wered, 
that ſhe had a Miſchance in the time of her In-< 
priſonment. _ 

Whereupon it was again demanded of her, 
wi.at ſhe could ſay for her (elf, that ſhe ſhould 
not ſufter according to her former Judgement ; 
ſhe ſaid, ſhe could not plead her Belly, for ſhe 
had not deſerved tor it with any lince the time of 
her Commitment. 

Upon which the Court Ordered, that ſlic 
ſhould return to the place from whence ſhe came 
there to continue till Thurſday next, being the 
two and twentieth day of May, from whence ſhe 
ſhould go to Smith-field Rounds, and there be 
Burnt till ſhe were dead, dead, according to her

Salvation upon the pretious bloud and merits of 

our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt 3 upon which, 
with tears trickling down her cheeks, ſhe ac- 
knowledged that ſhe had been a wicked liver,and 

too too lewd in life and converſation, deſiring o- 

thers might take warning by her; for that by her 

vicious wayes and pradtiſes,ſhe had ſundry times 
been aſſaulted with grievous temptations, and 
that her ſins had made hera prey to Satan, wiſh- 
ing that ſhe had never been born, or that ſhe had 
been made any other Creature then a Woman, 
crying, "Wo, wo, wo, aweak, a woful, a wretched, 
and moſt miſerable woman ! but at length, by Gods 
wonderful mercy, through the unwearied pains 
of many good Miniſters, at ſeveral times, and eſ- 
pecially on thurſday morning laſt, that ſhe re- 
ceived great comfort, exprefling ter ſelf with 
much penitency, and cry1ng out, Forderful, wor: 
derful are the riches of thy mercy, and ſaving grace.
